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Survey says Chicagoans more 
confident about finances, 
economy vs. rest of U.S.

Despite regularly seeing headlines about city budget cuts, 
home foreclosures, unemployment and other economic 
wreckage, Chicagoans are more confident and optimistic 
than other Americans about the economy and their per- 
sonal finances, according to a survey to be released later this 
week by JPMorgan Chase & Co. and advocacy group Con- 
sumer Action. 

That’s probably because Chicagoans generally have bet- 
ter-than-average money habits, especially with spending 
and debt, experts say 

About 60 percent of Chicagoans were very optimistic 
that they will be able to better manage their spending and 
borrowing habits in the future, according to the 2011 Chase 
Blueprint- Consumer Action Pulse of the Consumer Survey, 
which polled about 1,000 people nationwide and about 400 
more from Chicago. That was 10 percentage points higher 
than the national results in the survey 

“I just think there’s a great deal of optimism in the Mid- 
west,” said Linda Sherry national priorities director for 
Consumer Action. “There might be more of that ‘boot- 
straps’ attitude in the Midwest, and people are a little more 
likely to take control and not expect somebody else to do it 
for them.” 

Chicago financial planner Julie Murphy Casserly said Chi- 
cagoans— and Midwesterners, in general— are “less likely to 
chase a lifestyle, meaning not as much ‘keeping up with the 
Joneses,’ ” she said. “They make decisions based on practical 
measures— less emotional.” 

The survey was controlled for income, so the relative 
optimism didn’t stem from higher earnings in Chicago, of- 
ficials said. 

“Even though everything is bad in the news, I see the op- 
timism among people about their own personal futures that 
doesn’t seem to jibe,” said Chris Long, a certified financial 
planner at Long & Associates in Chicago. Long said he has 
noticed an increased optimism over the past six months in 
the Chicago area. 

Chase sponsored the survey in an effort to learn more 
about its customers in the Chicago area, which helps in 
developing financial products for them, said Caryn Kaiser, 
general manager of Chase Blueprint. “Chicago is an impor- 
tant market for us and we want to understand any nuances 
and changes in behaviors,” she said.

Fees and fines have been a hot topic at City Hall this 
week. Here are three that have received attention. 


Dog licenses 

Chicagoans who don’t buy licenses for their 
dogs will be fined for the first time starting next 
year, a city official said Monday. 

It’s estimated that less than 5 percent of 
owners actually buy dog tags, said Cherie 
Travis, executive director of the Animal Care 
and Control Commission. The tags are 
required for all dogs owned by a city 
resident. 

To get a tag, an animal must have 
been vaccinated for rabies. If the 
animal is spayed or neutered, 
the ta gs cost $5 a yea r. I f not , ( 

they cost $50 a year. Seniors 
pay $2.50 a year for sterilized 
animals and $5 for those that 
arent Fines for not getting the 
tag range from $30-$200,

Parking cheaters 

City Hall next year plans to crack down 
on drivers who fraudulently use disabled- 
parking placards to park free at meters 
and in more convenient spots elsewhere, 
officials said Monday. 

Karen Tamley, commissioner of 
the Mayor’s Office for People with 
Disabilities, said the crackdown is a "pri- 
ority of ours in the coming year ... look- 
ing at ways we can eliminate the abuse 
of those. ’ 

One plan is to get the City Council 
to pass an ordinance that would allow 
police to impound the vehicles of those 
abusing the placards. Impoundment 
fees and fines in such cases could top 
$1,000, officials said. 


Cab fee 

A Chicago cab fare hike could be in store after an inf luentiai alderman floated 
the idea Monday and city officials said they are reviewing the taxi fare structure. 

Aid. Edward Burke said a $1-a-ride fare hike could pump tens of millions of 
dollars into city coffers and head off some of the spending cuts proposed by 
Mayor Emanuel 

The 14th Ward alderman brought up the idea in November, but it went nowhere 
after running into opposition from struggling cab drivers whose calls for higher 
meter rates had gone unheeded. 

Now, with Emanuel proposing a budget that would reduce library hours, con- 
solidate mental health clinics and raise some vehicle sticker fees, the idea might 
get a better reception as an alternative to those choices, Burke said, tribune

MAYOR’S PLAN WOULD

Nearly half the city would be eligible for speed cam- 
eras that could flag fast drivers for Sioo tickets, ac- 
cording to a Tribune review of current camera legis- 
lation in Springfield. 

Mayor Emanuel has framed his plan in narrow 
terms, pitching it as a way to leverage technology 
to better protect children near schools and parks. 
But bills introduced at the mayor’s behest and be- 
ing weighed this week by lawmakers would give him 
authority to use automated devices to nab speeders 
across a broad swath of city streets. 

The measures, one sponsored by Senate Presi- 
dent John Cullerton (D-Chicago), and the other 
by House Speaker Michael Madigan (D-Chicago), 
would render about 47 percent of the city eligible 
for speed camera surveillance, the analysis found. 
As originally introduced last week, Madigan’s bill 
would have covered about 75 percent of the city, but 
he promised Tuesday to scale it back. 

The powerful House and Senate leaders appear 
to be working in step with Emanuel on the issue, 
meaning their different versions of the legislation 
are growing ever similar. 

Madigan agreed at a committee hearing to match 
his proposal with Culler ton’s, allowing speed cameras 
in “safety zones” within one-eighth mile of the prop- 
erty line of a school, college or park district facility 
in Chicago. He also agreed to insert a ban on speed 
cameras for the expressw ays and Lake Shore Drive. 

Because the city is honeycombed with hundreds

of such education and recreational areas, the prac- 
tical effect would be overlapping safety zones that 
would reach broadly across the city. 

Emanuel administration officials acknowledged 
as much Tuesday, citing estimates of safety zone 
sprawl similar to that of the Tribune. 

“The first priority is to affix them [speed detectors] 
on existing cameras” at 79 intersections within safety 
zones, Emanuel spokeswoman Chris Mather said. 

Traffic cameras have become a controversy magnet 
wherever they have been installed, with advocates 
praising them as a smart way to promote responsible 
driving and deter accidents while critics dismiss them 
as a high-tech version of the old speed trap. 

Emanuel’s push for speed cameras has stoked the 
conflict anew, with the

mayor proclaiming the safety of children is his 
overarching motivation. That said, revenue 
from red light camera fines— $58 million in 
2009 — has been a rare bright spot in a gener- 
ally bleak fiscal picture for the city Speed cam-

Aides to Emanuel said no decision has yet 
been made on which of many camera vendors 
to hire for the speed program. But they do 
say the city's existing red light cameras can 
quickly be upgraded to catch speeders, add- 
ing that vans with detection equipment also 
can be floated among “hot spots.” 

Gov. Quinn nodded to swirling skepticism 
about traffic cameras Thursday even as he 
said he was reserving judgment on the Chi- 
cago legislation. 

“I think it's important to have due process 
for everybody,” Quinn said. “If something is 
being done as more revenue generator as any- 
thing else, I think we should examine it very 
carefully”

COLLEGE 

Schools offer programs for students with addictions

The booze. The pills. The partying. 

For college students who have drug and al- 
cohol addictions, campus life can be a mine- 
field where the threat of falling back on old 
habits tempts them at every turn. 

“Probably the worst place to send someone 
in recovery is a campus,” said Kitty Harris of 
the Center for the Study of Addiction and Re- 
covery at Texas Tech, where requirements in- 
clude a wellness class and community service. 

Mark Spicer of the Chicago area knows 
firsthand. He started smoking marijuana eight 
years ago when he was a sophomore at New 
Trier High School in the north suburbs. At 
his small, liberal arts college, he added pain- 
killers to the list. Despite multiple attempts 
at rehab, it took just a few weeks before he’d 
return to his hard-partying ways. 

“About the only thing to do is go to frat par- 
ties, otherwise you don’t ha% r e much of a social 
life ... and alcohol and drugs are everywhere,” 
said Spicer, 23, of Glencoe. 

Now, the philo sophy /environmental stud- 
ies major is back in school, maintaining a 3.8 
grade-point average and his sobriety He’s at 
Augsburg College in Minneapolis, a choice 


made not only for the academics but for its 
vibrant recovery community of 83 peers, all 
fighting the same battle. 

Across the U.S., universities are paying 
closer attention to students like Spicer. Al- 
most two dozen schools now have recovery 
programs for those battling addictions. 

They range from small private colleges such 
as Augsburg— which enrolls more students 
from Illinois than any other state outside of 
Minnesota— to large public institutions, such 
as Rutgers, Texas Tech and Kennesaw State in 
Georgia, offering everything from no-booze 
activities to sober residences. 

In Illinois, the on-campus resources for 
recovering addicts are very limited, officials 
said. At Northwestern University and the 
University of Chicago, for example, students 
are referred to area 12-step groups. Some say 
the only way to avoid temptation is to live at 
home. 

“This is a relatively new trend ... and when- 
ever something new comes along, most 
schools will sit on the sidelines and wait to see 
if it’s effective,” said Eric Davidson, of the Il- 
linois Higher Education Center. “But I think 
we’ll see more institutions going this way”

T hen she headed to a Walgreens store 
on 75th St, that has expanded to sell grocery 
staples, 

“Fm thrilled to be home. Fm so glad we’re 
doing this here in Chicago, This is a truly 
wonderful homecoming and we’re not just 
anywhere, we’re on the South Side,” Obama 
said as she stood in front of the produce aisle, 
“We can talk all we want about making 
healthy choices ... the truth is if parents don’t 
have anywhere to buy this food, it’s just talk.” 
The first lady’s effort to educate people on 


eating healthy coincides with EmanueTs push 
to sec more grocery stores open in under- 
served areas of the city 

Emanuel announced that grocery chains 
Supervalu, Roundys Supermarkets, Wal-Mart 
and Aldi have committed to open 17 grocery 
stores in the next few years, while Walgreens 
has made plans to add 19 expanded stores 
with fresh food. 

During his run for mayor, Emanuel pledged 
to bring attention and action to the problem 
of inner-city food deserts by pressing super- 
market executives to build new stores aimed 
at providing Chicago’s neediest communities 
with better access to healthy food. 

“I just want to tell you how much I appre- 
ciate the first lady’s leadership on this issue,” 
Emanuel said. “We took what you were doing 
on the national level and tried to make it an 
example here in Chicago.”

Infant, relatives rescued 
from earthquake rubble 


ERCIS, T urkey Rescuers pulled a 2-week- 
old girl alive from a collapsed apart- 
ment block Tuesday as they battled to find 
survivors of an earthquake in eastern Turkey 
that killed more than 400 people and left tens 
of thousands homeless. 

The baby’s mother and a grandmother also 
were brought out alive on stretchers to jubi- 
lant cries from onlookers who followed the 
dramatic rescue under cold, pouring rain. 

“It’s a miracle!” said Senol Yigit, the uncle 
of the baby, Azra, whose name means “pu- 
rity” or “untouched” in Arabic. “I’m so happy. 
What can I say? We have been waiting for two 
days. We had lost hope when we first saw the 
building,” he said, sobbing. 

However, hope of finding more people alive 
under the rubble faded with every passing 
hour as more bodies were found. 

Thousands prepared to spend a third night 
in freezing temperatures in crowded tents or 
huddled around fires across a quake-prone 
region in Van province, near the Iranian bor- 
der. 

With the government facing criticism over 
shortages of tents and other relief items, Tur- 
key requested prefabricated housing and tents 
from more than 30 countries, including Israel, 
a Foreign Ministry official told Reuters. 

But ties between the two former stra- 
tegic allies have been frayed since Israeli 
commandos killed nine Turks onboard a 
Gaza-bound flotilla last year. 


THE LIVES LOST 

The death toll from Sunday’s 7.2-magnitude 
quake rose to 459, with 1,352 injured, the 
Disaster and Emergency Administration 
said. The final count was likely to rise fur- 
ther as many people still were missing and 
2,262 buildings had collapsed.

The U.S. and Belgium clearly are at the 
head of the world’s craft beer revolution, 
but several other nations and regions are 
quietly contributing. 

Italian craft beer, for instance, has thrived 
on a small scale with remarkably bold and 
creative recipes. The Czechs and Germans 
have forsaken their traditions of familiar 
lagers to brew large-bodied, small-batch ales. 
And then there is northern Europe. 

Like few other places, Scandinavia and 
Finland (which isn’t technically Scandi- 
navia) are experimenting broadly with 
beer while adding its native twist. Who 
else would age a porter in aquavit barrels 
(as does Norwegian brewery HaandBryg- 
geriet)? Or brew a tart ale with juniper 
branches (like Finland’s Lammin Kataja)? 

Michael Hartman, who scours Scandina- 
via and Finland for beer importer B. United 


International, pegs Denmark and Sweden as 
the region’s most progressive, with Norway 
and Finland close behind. Like their Ameri- 
can counterparts, many aim for aggressive 
styles with large ingredients. Among the 
most famous is Mikkel Borg Bjergso, a Dane 
who brews under the moniker Mikkeller. 

The movement has spread far and wide, 
with a mentality “kind of like the 1980s in 
the United States,” Hartman said. 

“They’ve definitely moved past the light 
lager stage,” he said. “The good ones will 
stick around.” 

They’re not all exactly good— at least to 
American taste buds. The Lammin Kataja, 
for instance, turned off our entire panel of 
tasters. The beers can be difficult to find 
fresh and sometimes to find at all; distribu- 
tion remains spotty But they’re out there, 
especially in larger cities, and many are 
worth tracking down. 



HaandBryggerief 

Brewed with wild hops grown near the 
brewery, this is far from the well-hopped 
American IPA. It has surprising overtones 
of smoky and sour, but remains clean. An 
example of the Scandinavians making 
something familiar their own. 


Sinebrychoff Porter 

At 7.2 percent alcohol by volume, this rich, 
weighty Baltic porter drinks smoothly. 
Thick with chocolate, roast and malt (with 
light fruit overtones), this is a perfect beer 
for cooler weather, something the Finns 
presumably know well. 


Nogne Imperial 
Brown Ale 


The most similar to an American craft beer 
of the three listed here, and expertly done. 
Splitting the difference between crisp 
hops and savory malt, this drinks easily 
but memorably at 7.5 percent alcohol. It 
holds an array of deep, complementary 
flavors, including chocolate, toffee and 
a touch of licorice. This is a consistent 
brewery, and a good place to start among 
Scandinavian beers.

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A killer copycat

The stylish 
“Whitechapel” tells 
the story of a copycat 
killer, but the scries 
itself does a whole lot 
of copying from past 
crime shows. 

It’s a wonder it 
manages to be so 
riveting. 

The six-part 
drama follows rookie 
detective inspector 
Joseph Chandler 
(Rupert Ferny -Jones), 
an ambitious young 
officer who is being groomed fora cushy job 
at police HQ. To get there, though, he has to 
spend some time in the trenches with an un- 
ruly homicide squad led by veteran Detective 
Sergeant Miles (Phil Davis), who immedi- 
ately challenges his new boss. 'Another fast 
tracker,” he scoffs. 

Chandler doesn’t do himself any favors 
with the guys. A neat freak who wears expen- 
sive tailored suits, he scolds Miles and the 
disheveled staff about their appearance, their 
work ethic and their body odor. (“Haven’t 
you heard of showers?” he asks.) 

Chandler loses his lunch when faced 
with their gruesome first case, that of a 
young woman who is ripped to shreds in the 
Whitechapel area of East London. Miles 
is convinced it’s the work of her ex, but 
when another woman is similarly murdered, 
Chandler suspects there’s more going on.

He’s convinced by a professional “Ripperolo- 
gist” Edward Buchan (Steve Pemberton) that 
the killings are rep heating Jack the Ripper’s 
murders in the iS8os. 

Miles can’t believe his boss is buying into 
the theory. “Every time there’s a stabbing in 
Whitechapel they come crawling out of the 
w oodwork,” he warns Chandler. “I hate Rip- 
perologists,” 

Oh, but how his mind is changed as the 
case plays out, ending in Episode 3 with a 
heart-stopping race against time. 

Any fan of crime dramas probably wall rec- 
ognize the familiar subplots from past police 
procedurals. 

» Aneatnik detective? “Monk.” 

» An uncooperative group of underlings? 
“Prime Suspect.” 

» A detective who can’t stomach a bloody 
murder scene? Too many shows to name. 

I cannot even count the number of times 
Jack the Ripper’s story has been retold or 
repurposed on TV. (Or the story of the 1960s 
organized-crime spree by twin terrors Ron- 
nie and Reggie Kray, which is evoked in the 
series’ second half.) “Whitechapel” defies 
the odds, however, rising above its cliches 
with solid writing, taut direction, evocative 
cinematography and great performances by 
Penry-Jones, Davis and Pemberton. 

It might even require repeat viewings.
